DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Previous Rejections 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 1 -4 of applicant's remarks, filed 1 4 April 2008, 
with respect to the combination of Sonoda et al. US 4,874,480(Sonoda) in view of Heller 
et al. US 3,619,300(Heller) have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 1,6-11,13 and 13-25 has been withdrawn. 

Allowance 

2. Claims 1 , 6-1 1 , 1 3 and 1 3-25 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest, either alone or in combination, 
a nonsludging aqueous coating composition comprising zinc ions, phosphate ions and 
nitrate ions wherein the lower and upper limits of zinc molar concentration are 
determined based on the claimed mathematical formulas based on the molar 
concentrations of phosphoric acid, nitric acid, cations other than zinc and anions other 
than phosphate and nitrate. 

Prior art of record also does not teach or fairly suggest, either alone or in 
combination, an electrolytic coating process utilizing such a nonsludging aqueous 
coating composition.
